i.pened for a time, and then there was 
imcihcr hreafe. 
During the time tho 


wire was working dispatches were re- 
ceived from several sources in the he- 
Fieged town. The news flashed south is 
somewhat conflicting, hut the main 
fact seems well established that tho 
British have made :t sortie iu force, en- 
countered large numbers of 3Iatabele.s 
inflicted great loss iipon them, suitered 
in return, were at one time iu danger of 
annihilation, and iuially retreated. 


The official version of the sortie says 


there was considerable delay in getting 
off, and the -first streaks of gray ou the 
horizon conld be seen when the colnmii 
arrived within striking distance of the 
enemy. The hitter were quietly camped 
behind their stone-top_.ieti earthworks, 
within about 4 miles of Bnluwayo. 


But contrary to expectation thu 2VIa- 


tabelc-s had thrown crai pickets, v.-ho, 
although 
^ui'^irised by the advauco 


guard, raised the alarm. This was BO 
sooner done than tho troopers in ad- 
vance charged and shot down many of 
the fleeing natives. This was the sig- 
nal for the advance of the main body of 
the troopers, and they galloped forward 
in line style, to tho support of their com- 
rades. Uulriekily for the plans of Cap- 
tains >Tupier ;Hid Duncan, by this rime 
it was getting quite light and the Mu- 
tabeles had sprung to arms all along the 
line. As the British advanced they 
were received by a scattering, rifle fire 
from behind the earthworks, but the 
advance- guard ehnrgf-d right r.p ro the 
uiouiids and sparred their horses over 
them in several places. 


Then followed u sot back for the troop- 


ers. The Man'.bcles charged in force 
and drove the advance guard back, and, 
being mot by the main body of the Bu- 
Inwayo force, fire was opened at about 
400 yards on the Matubele position. 
This"Wits kept, np until broad daylight, 
when the advance was ordered in view 
of tin; fact that too much ammunition 
was being wasted. 


Up to this time the loss on cither side 


had not been heavy, although the Muta- 
boles hud by far the worst of it, espe- 
cially when tho Maxim and Hotchkiss 
guns wore brought into pl»y to cover 
the retreat of the advance gnurd. 
.lust previous to the advance ou the 


Mutabt'le position the two rapid-fire 
guns wore again set to work, and for 
about a quarter of an hour they were 
made to sweep the Matabele position in 
front of thu British force. 


AYhen the ri^ht monient- seemed to 


arrive tho charge was ordered, and 
there was :t prolonged period of sharp 
lighting at close quarters. 
Pistols, 


rifles, .shotguns, assjigeis, war chiKs. 
spears and knives clashed prettily, the 
music of the rapid-siring guns, sent to 
the rear for fear of their being captured, 
having ceased. 


Both sides fought bravely. It was a 


ease of a hundfnl of well armed whites 
against a- small army of badly armed 
Msitabeles. The former were lighting 
for the helpless women innl children in 
the lioh'itgiiered town of Bulnwayo; the 
latter were Sighting for what they con- 
sidered to be their own, their native 
land—for Buiuwayo, tho old capital of 
King Jjibengnlii. 


(Jradnally the ilataheles pressed on- 


ward by sheer force of numbers and al- 
most surrounded the British, who. to 
avoid being encircled, retreated, light- 
ing foot by fool, hut being driven stead- 
ily Irafkward. Uiie Squad for;; til!-.;-v-'a.-, 
quite cut oft', and only extricated itself 
by a brilliant charge through the Mata- 
bele cordon. 


Eventually the British wore very hard 


pressed and gave ground fast; then, 
rallied by Napier and Duncan, they 
again assumed tin- oftVnsive and drove 
back the swarms of natives under a 
well-dirvctud tire. Then it was the turn 
of the Matabeles to give ground, and a 
squad of troopers, charging with a ring- 
ing cheer, throw them into confusion, 
and the British were apparently getting 
iin; llppirr huuu i'titd «iC>W«y fGrCillg the 
enemy backward, when suddenly the 
retreat was ordered and the British re- 
rrwited toward Bulnwayo, which place 
they reached considerably the worse for 
wear aud tear.

be placHd on any avenue, street, 
alley, roid, highway, or public way 
by proper authority ifor the repair or 
construction of the same, which may 
injure, cut or puncture any pneu- 
matic tire, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and shall be fined not more 
than fifty dollars nor less than five 
dollars. 


SEC. -. Such fines when collected 


shall be paid into the road or street 
fund of the township or municipal 
corporation In which they were col- 
lected.

evidence. The court held the charge 
was not predjudlclal to the defendant 
end approved of the rulings of the 
ower court. Judge Day said the 
evidence was sufficient for a verdict, 
or the stairway was a dangerous 
>lace, but thought the verdict exces- 
sive, and ordered Ib reduced to S600 
or be remitted for a new trial. 
"JL'o 


ibis, later on, the attorneys for the 
defendant said, "the court may enter 
the remitter." 
Judge Seney dissented; he held the 


plaintiff not negligent and considered 
the stairway properly •; protected by 
railing and lights. He said the evi- 
dence clearly shows the defendant 
gailty of contributory negligence. 
' I consider it full of errors and would 
reverse it." 
Judge Sommers gave the opinion 


cf the court in the case ot John 
Jones against the State, of Ohio. 
Jones was found guilty and sentenced 
to on« year for assault with intent to 
rape the person of Stella Hughes.
